Simultaneously, Germany and 
Turkey agreed to economic co- 
operation, especially taking into 
account the lessons of the present 
war, a Foreign Office spokesman 
said. He added that both countries 
further agreed that their press and 
radio shall be conducted in a spirit 
of mutual friendship.

FLAT REJECTION 
-OF NAZI PROTEST 


for Consuls’ Departure 
Continue Despite Strong 
German Note. 


TEXT OF MESSAGE 
_ IS NOT DISCLOSED 


It Is Understood to Con- 
tend That Washington’s 
Action Violates Consular 
Treaty of 1923. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP).— 
A strong German protest on the 
expulsion of Nazi consuls from 
the United States was delivered to 
the State Department today, and 
Sumner Welles, Under-Secretary of 
State, indicated it would be flatly 
rejected. 

The note was taken to Welles 

y Hans Thomsen, German Charge 
d’Affaires. 

In announcing its receipt, Welles 
declined to disclose the contents 
of the note except to say that it 
was a protest against the State 
Department’s order Monday that 
all German consular officials leave 
the country by July 10, on the 
ground that they had engaged in 
activities inimical to the welfare of 
the United States, 

Arrangements Going Ahead. 

Welles added, however, that ar- 
rangements were being made for 
the departure of the consuls. 

This’ was. considered tantamount 
to an announcement that the Ger- 
man note would be rejected out- 
right. . 

Welles explained that under 
the Usual procedure the United 
States would ask other belligerents 
for the safe conduct of the con-

Welles said the German protest 
related only to the expulsion or- 
der against the consuls and not 
to a previous order freezing all 
German and Italian assets in this 


country. 

It was indicated also that the 
protest did not apply to the order 
closing three semiofficial German 
agencies—the German Library of 
Information in New York, the 
German railway and tourist agen- 
cies and the German Trans-Ocean 
News Service.

HE DENIES BOARD’S 
MONOPOLY CHARGES

Declares Commission Seeks 
to Dominate Networks 
by Means of New Regu- 
lations. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP).— 
Niles Trammell, president of the 
National Broadcasting Co., - de- 
scribed as “brutal” today a Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
order directing NBC to dispoge of 
one of its networks, 

Trammell told the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee that 
the FCC anti-monopoly regulation 
involved a “forced gale” of the 


NBC blue network and would re- 
sult in possible abandonment of 
several non-commercial programs 
he said were, carried as a public 
service, . 
Among the programs which may 
have to be dropped, he said, were 
the Metropolitan Opera broadcasts, 
the Arturo Toscanini concerts, Dr, 
Walter Damrosch’s musical series, 
the National Farm and Home 
Hour, the Town Meeting of the 
Air “and many others.” 

Trammell claiméd the FCC was 
attempting to install a “new the- 
ory” of competition that would pe- 
nalize NBC and the Columbia 
Broadcasting System in favor of 
“scrambled network operation.” 

Disputes Monopoly Charge. 

Chairman James L. Fly of the 

FCC, he added, sought to “help” 

System, a 
has sup- 
ported the new regulations. He 
disputed Fly’s charges that NBC 
and CBS engaged in “monopolistic 
practices” and that Mutual had 
been treated “unfairly.” 

If the FCC can force NBC to dig- 
pose of the Blue network, Tram- 
mell said, “and if Congress does 
nothing about it, don’t be surprised 
if six months from now Fly comes 
in and tells us to get rid of half 
the Red network.” 

“The first cracks.:in the struc- 
ture of democracy are often in- 
visible to the unaided eye,” the 
NBC official declared, “but if 
Congress concedes to Chairman 
Fly the power to force us to give 
up half our property, then Con- 
gress need not be surprised when 
it learns in the not too distant 
future, that Fly has taken over 
the entire radio industry.” 

“Domination” Charge. * 

Trammell contended that the 
FCC was attempting “domination” 
of network broadcasting and that 
“the worst domination that could 
be visited upon public opinion is 
domination by a political commis- 
sion.” 

Trammell said the NBC had 
averaged under $2,000,000 profits 
annually in its 15-year existence, 
or a gain of 7.29 per cent on gross 
income. 

He testified the FCC was at- 
tempting to “meddle” in business 
affairs of NBC and CBS. by 
barring contracts of more than one 
year between the networks and 


Chairman Wheeler (Dem.); Mon- 
tana, asked whether a network 
could not attain “exclusive control” 
of stations by entering into long- 
term contracts. Trammell said 
NBC and.CBS had not sought 
such control, but merely wanted to 
insure their investments in newly- 
affiliated stations.

DAMASCUS, June 18 (AP). — 
French naval units today success- 


‘fully bombarded British columns 


in the Sidon (Saida) region on 
the Mediterranean coast, French 
military sources reported tonight. 

Seventeen officers, including a 


Colonel, and 500 men were cap- 
tured as the French, continuing 
their counterattacks, improved 
their positions in Southern Syria, 
these sources said. 


VICHY, June 18 (AP).—The 
French declared tonight their 
counter-offenisve in Syria had 
driven through the British lines 
so far they had reached the 
Palestine frontier. 

They said their forces, slash- 
ing in behind. the British’ in South- 
ern Syria, had arrived at the bor- 
der south of the Syrian* town of 
Merdjayoun and were threatening 
the entire British communications 
system on the central front. 

Both Merdjayoun and Kuneitra 
are in French ‘hands, the-:.com- 
munique said. Prisoners taken at 
Kuneitra included several officers 
it added, and “an important 
amount of war material” also was 
seized. 

Unofficial reports said the 
French also had recaptured Djez- 
zine, on a by-pass road east of Si- 
dén, ‘Lebanon. The communique 
indicated that defenders of Sidon 
still were clinging to their faot- 
hold in the northern outskirts of 
the port. 

Thrust in East Halted. 

“To the east, on the Euphrates,” 
it asserted, “an armored column 
coming from Iraq which succeeded 
in penetrating within Abou Kemal 
(at the Iraq border) has been held 
up by our detachments and was 
not able to push beyond the town 
by the end of the day.” 

All along the southern front, 
military reports said, assaults by 
French infantry supported by air- 
craft were making hazardous the 
rearward lines of the British and 
“Free French” columns which had 
been driving for Damascus and 
Beirut. ts 

The heaviest French assault was 
said to have been made against 
the coastal road south of Sidon, 
where the French asserted Aus- 
tralian troops which had entered 
that port had ceased to advance 
since the British fleet stopped shell- 
ing French positions three days 
ago. 

Air Raid on Beirut. 

Dispatches from Beirut said the 
only recent British air activity 
was a raid last night on Beirut 
in which six natives were killed. 

French aviation, on the other 
hand, was said to have maintained 
a steady pounding of the British 
rear, striking at~motorized con- 
centrations south of Sidon. 

The French said German planes 
had bombed essential British com- 
munication lines in Palestine. 

Reports from Damascus said 
the roar~of artillery could be 
heard in the capital this moming.

Britain Seeking 
Technicians for 


Plane Locator 


13,000 Volunteers 
Wanted to Operate 
Secret Device. 


LONDON, June 18 (AP).— 
Breaking silence on its best-kept 
secret of the war, Britain called 
today for a volunteer army of 13,- 
000 technicians for a radio-wave 
airplane locator on which it pins 


high hopes of winning the air 
over the British Isles. : 

Within a few hours after Brit- 
ish officialdom disclosed the de- 
vices had been perfected and put 
into war operation by the hun- 
dreds, Lord Beaverbrook, Minis- 
ter of State, called for 10,000 men 
and 3000 women to make and oper- 
ate the radiolocators. 

In his appeal, broadcast to 
America, Lord Beaverbrook pre- 
dicted “powerful benefits and im- 
mense relief” from the invention, 
credited to Robert Alexander Wat- 
son Watt, 49-year-old Scottish sci- 
entist in the Air Ministry. 

Details of the device’s operation, 
of course, were withheld, but Clem- 
ent R. Atlee, Lord Privy Seal, told 
the House of Commons yesterday 
it is “a radio that finds the enemy 
in the darkness, that seeks him 
out through the clouds ... that 
sends an avenging fighter to the 
place where he will meet the lurk- 
ing bomber and bring him to de- 
struction.” , 

Used Last Autumn. : 

Some informed sources said that 
even in its first limited use the 
device helped greatly last autumn 
in the terrific air war and that 
its increasing use had a bearing 
on the recent lull in Nazi activity 
over Britain. 

. Previously detectors were of the 
mechanical ear type—picking up 
and amplifying she sound of air- 
plane motors overhead or near. 

According to the official expla- 
nation, the new radiolocator sends 
out electric waves which signal the 
location and course of planes miles 
away. - 

It was said unofficially that. vir- 
tually the same principle. has. been 
applied in submarine detection: 

. How Device Operates, - 

Electric waves not affected by 
darkness and fog are sent out. 
These. become distant outposts 
constantly “manned” by wireless 
electronic watchmen. which ‘send 
back a signal of any object com- 
ing into its path. It keeps a 24-| 
hour watch, . |

ROME, June 18 (AP).—The Ital- 
ians declared today that the battle 
of Sollum on the Egyptian-Libyan 
frontier had resulted in complete 
victory for the Axis. 

Stefani, official Italian news 
agency, asserted that the British 
had used hundreds of tanks, al- 
most all of the newest American 
type known as “Mark Two,” in the 
battle which hag surged around 

Two armored divisions from 
England with approximately 1000 
tanks—one of them the Eleventh 
Hussar Division—made ‘up the

“The enemy’s plan was to open 
a road between the Italian-German 
lines at any cost to liberate the 
British divisions besieged at To- 
bruk (Libyan port 75 miles west of 
the border), which are undergoing 
ever more difficult conditions,” 
said Stefani.

A SOUTHEAST COAST TOWN 
IN ENGLAND, June 18 (AP).—R. 
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A. F. bombers, carrying what resi-

WESTERN GERMANY 
HIT FOR 7TH NIGHT 


LONDON, June 18 (AP)—Big 
squadrons of British bombers, 
smashing at western Germany for 
the seventh successive night, set 
many fires and caused widespread 
destruction in the industrial cities 
of Cologne and Duesseldorf last 
night, the Air Ministry said to- 
day. 

Apparently bolstered by new 
American-built planes, the British 
struck also at Nazi shipping and 
the occupied ports of Rotterdam, 
Ostend, Boulogne and Cherbourg 
in a sweep of the North Sea and 
English Channel coasts from 
France to The Netherlands. 

These raids, described officially 
as “subsidiary” night attacks, 
were made not only by the usual 
bomber and coastal command 
squadrons but also by planes of 
the fleet air arm. One report 
said 150 British aircraft struck 
against the WNazi-held French 
coast. 

The distant operations were 
acknowledged to have cost the 
British one bomber and the Nazis, 
in air attacks said to have been 
localized on the East British coast, 
were reported also to have lost 
one bomber. 

In an attack on Bethune, in oc- 
cupied France, during a 
scale daylight offensive yesterday, 
the Air Ministry said a fuel and 
power plant supplying the occupy- 
ing forces was set afire. 

In the raid on Boulogne, British 
bombers, protected above and be- 
low by fighter planes, roared at 
their objective in the midst of 
dog-fights in which the British re- 
ported destruction of 13 German 
craft and the loss of 10 of their 
own planes. 

(Berlin dispatches claimed 21 
British planes were shot down 
during the air fighting and only 
one Nazi craft was lost.

They chose to establish 
their own training school at 5127 
Delmar boulevard rather than risk 
being caught with a dearth of 
skilled workmen. The school] is 
expected to supply many of the 
additional workmen. 

The student body of about 75, 
which will soon be increased to 
300, works eight hours a day, five 
days a week, under conditions ap- 
proximating actual plane factory

The Governor said similar plan 
for organization of separte civil- 
ian police and fire protection forces 
were being made and that he would 
appoint the heads of these volun- 
teer forces soon. 

Lists of persons who might be 
available for local leadership in 
the aircraft warning service are 
being compiled and active organi- 
zation work will be completed as 
soon as possible. An advisory com- 
mittee of seven members, to assist 
the director, will be appointed. 

No compensation is provided for 
persons enrolling in the service. 
Plans call for aircraft observation 
posts in each area of 32 square 
miles, with 12 to 16 persons as- 
signed to’ each observation _ post. 
Two “filter” stations .te receive 
and co-ordinate reports, and oné 
information headquarters will be 
established, 

Men will be requested to serve 
as volunteers in the observation 
posts, but women could be used 
in the “filter” and information 
centers, Shaw, in a statement, said 
enroliment of citizen personnel 
would begin as soon as the ad- 
visory committee is appointed and 
preliminary organization is com- 
pleted. 

“While the chances may be re- 
mote that enemy bombers will ap- 
proach Missouri,” Shaw said, “it 
is our intention to organize so 
that, if necessary, aircraft warn- 
ing service will be available to the 
State.” .

Baruch’s Approval Reported. 

Patterson countered that the War 
Department was willing to accept 
restricted language so long as it 
did not “cripple” the authorities 
in their attempts to equip the 
army.

The United States, Patterson as- 
serted, is “imperiled by the aggres- 
sive designs of the Axis powers” 
and “no time should be lost, no 
effort spared, to equip our armed 
forces.” 


“The need today for procuring 
arms for the troops in the field is 
as urgent as if we were at war,” 
he continued. “We are drafting 
men into the service, are we to re- 
fuse to draft materials?” 


He declared that “the War De- 
partment had no thought of taking 
a man’s watch out of his pocket.” 
Opponents had charged that the 
proposed authority was so exten- 
sive that personal property not di- 
reclty needed for defense could be 
commandeered.

—— Says Thos Those at New- 
foundland and Bermuda 
Will Be ‘Commissioned 
in Month. 


‘ WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP). 
—Secretary of the Navy Knox an- 
nounced today that naval air 
bases in the Bermuda Islands and 
Newfoundland would be commis- 
sioned in the next two to four 
weeks, 

The announcement indicated that 
installations at those sites, leased 
from the British, were advancing. 
to the point of completion. 

The bases to be commissioned 


will be the first naval air “bases, | 


in the British Islands, formally 
brought into service, although 
Knox previously indicated that 
those two and others were capable 
of being used. 

The naval air base at Bermuda 
on Morgan and Tucker Islands, 
will be commissioned July 1. 

Knox appeared today before the 
House River sand Harbors Com- 


mittee today to urge approval of 
the St. Lawrence Seaway. He 
said, “we are going to live in a 
disturbed world for a long time.” 
Pointing out the seaway would fa- 
Cilitate passage to the ocean of 
naval crafts, built on the Gre 
Lakes, he also said “it would b 
advantageous to build new ships 
in an area reasonably secure from 
attack from without.” 

The legislation Knox indorsed 
would ratify an agreement among 
the United States and Canada pro- 
viding for a 47-mile, 27-foot sea- 
way through the St. Lawrence 
Rapids between Lake Ontario and 
the St. Lawrence River mouth, 

“What a great boon it Would 
have been to national defense 
now,” Knox said, “if when the 
project was first proposed it had 
been agreed to and put into ef- 
fect.” : 

Discussing the pressure on the 
nation’s shipbuilding facilities, 
Knox said that under the “ingeni- 
ous” plan developed by the Mari- 
time Commission for partial con- 
struction of merchant vessels on 
the Great Lakes and finishing 
them elsewhere, “every ounce of 
productive capacity in that area 
is soon to be utilized.” 

If the seaway were provided, he 
said, the navy could make use of 
the Great Lakes facilities for 
building many of its auxiliary and 
even combat ships such as light 
cruisérs, destroyers and subma- 
rines. 

“It would greatly relieve the 
pressure in our coastal yards,” he 
said. 

Congressman Bell (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, asked Knox if, since three 
or four years would be required 
to construct the St. Lawrence pro- 
ject, it would not be better to ex-. 
pand facilities along the Missis- 
sippi or the Gulf Coast for as- 
sembling ships now being  con- 
structed in initial stages on the 
Great Lakes. 

“As a citizen of Chicago, [I'll 
answer yes, and as Secretary of 
Navy, no,” Knox replied as com- 
mittee members and _ spectators 
laughed.

the entire broadcasting structure 
of the nation.” © 

The matter is an important pub- 
lic issue, he said, because it af- 
fects the users of 50,000,000 radio 
receiving sets, the whole struc- 
ture of radio programs, the busi- 
ness life of thecountry and morale 
and welfare of the people. Radio, 
spokesmen for the industry have 
told the committee, has become 
the nation’s greatest agency of 
mass entertainment. 

The commission denounced -the 
five-year contracts by which net- 
works bind their affiliated stations 
to take their programs for the full 
period, although the networks are 
permitted to cancel the service on 
a year’s notice. This has been de- 
scribed as one-sided by some mem- 
bers of the Senate committee. A 
new rule limits stations to affilia- 
tion contracts of only one year’s 
| duration. 

Trammell said NBC will elimi- 
nate the one-sided feature—right 
of the network to cancel on a 
year’s notice. He insisted, how- 
ever, that limitation of contracts 
to one year would break down sta- 
bility df the networks.

Popularity of various types of

“Although this is not the time 
to talk ‘about the peacetime appli- 
eation of radiolocation, it is no 
exaggeration to state that when 
this system is fully applied to sea 
and air navigation in peace, most 
ship wrecks will be eliminated, 
there need never be another Titan- 
tic disaster, and many causes of 
accident to aircraft will be abol- 
ished,” a statement said.

Connally of Texas Pro-|| 
poses This Action to} 


Metal for Aircraft. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP). — 


eration of.aluminum plants was 
advocated today by Senator Con- 
nally (Dem.), Texas, as the Senate 
Defense Investigating Committee 
attempted to force immediate ac- 
tion to increase facilities for pro- 
duction of the aircraft metal. 


Connally ‘told reporters he was 
convinced that the quickest way to 
obtain a substantial increase in the 
present output was for the Gov- 
ernment to build a plant at some 
such site as that owned by the 
Aluminum Company of America at 
Fontana, N. C., on the Little Ten- 
nessee River. 

The Government could operate 
the plant in co-operation with the 
Aluminum Co., he said, and have 
it as a stand-by facility after..the 
present need passes, 

“I'm not afraid of socialization 
of industry. in any case like this.” 
Connally said. He added that if 
the Government retained control 
of the plant after the emergency 
passed, it could carry out extensive 
experimentation. 

‘In the meantime, he said, a direct. 
Government connection with the 
production of aluminum might be 
invaluable in maintaining price 
control over the material. 


Need of Government Aid. 
I, W. Wilson, vice-president of 
the Aluminum Co., told the com- 
mittee yesterday that if work were 


started at once on developing the 
necessary hydro-electric power at 
Fontana, a plant there would be 
producing at the rate of 30,000,000 
pounds of aluminum a year 15* to 
18 months from now and 100,000,- 
000 pounds when completed. 

Wilson testified that the com- 
pany felt it could not finance the 
$50,000,000 power project needed at 
Fontana without Government as- 
sistance and questioning by com- 
mittee members developed that 
this assistance awaited approval 
of the Office of Production Man- 
agement. 

With that in mind, Chairman 
Truman directed that letters be 
sent to William S, Knudsen, OPM 
chieftain, inquiring why action 
could not be. taken at. once and 
to Secretary of the Intérior Ickes 
asking why hydro-electric. power 
allocations to aluminum producers 
could not be fixed immediately. 


Federal License Required. 
Wilson said plans to develop 
Fontana with company funds at a 


cost of $50,000,000 were blocked 
when the Federal Power Commis- 
sion decided a license was required 
under which the company must 
surrender the project after 50 
years “on terms that might be con- 
fiscatory.” Wilson said the com- 
pany faced difficulty in financing 
the Fontana project because more 
than $200,000,000 had been invested 
in defense projects and because 
of a Federal anti-trust suit against 
the company. 

H. A. Fulton, committee counsel, 
said Aluminum Co, profits in the 
first three months of this year, 
after deduction of taxes, were at 
a rate of $48,000,000 annually, Ful- 
ton said this was more than treble 
the profit of $13,000,000.in 1938. 

Arthur Davis, chairman of the 
board of Aluminum Co., said his 
company was willing to operate the 
proposed Fontana project if the 
Government built it, would sell its 
power site holdings to the TVA 
and buy power from that agency, 
or would undertake to construct 
the power and plant facilities if the 
Government would lend the money, 

Davis said added electric power 
from diversion of water from 
Niagara River, recently agreed to 
by this country and Canada, would 
provide 100,000,000 additional 
pounds of aluminum annually. He 


urged Government financing of | 


steam power plants to process 
bauxite deposits which the com- 
pany owns in Arkansas.

Race. 


LOS ANGELES, June 18 (AP). 
~—Two new world reco were 
tion to- 
day as another chapter was writ- 
ten in the annual dual track and 
field competition between picked 
teams of the powerful Pacific 
Coast Conference and the Big Ten. 

California’s four-man team sur- 
passed the world mark in the mile 
relay, barely nosing out the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. 
Oregon's Les Steers soared to new 
heights in the high jump with a 
leap of 6 feet, 11 inches, and the 
Coast routed the Midwestern 
forces in team points, 80 to 56. 

High point of the meet, held be- 
fore some 10,000 fans, came in the 
final event when the Golden Bear 
quartet of John Reese, Fay Froom, 
Clarence Barnes and Grover Klem- 
mer captured the mile relay in 
record time of 3 minutes, 9.4 sec- 
onds. 

Klemmer, unaware that his fa- 
ther had died a few hours before, 
held off a gallant threat by the 
Trojan anchor man, Hubert Kerns, 
and gave the event to his mates by 
inches. . 

The time beat the world record 
of 3 minutes, 10.5 set by a Stan- 
ford team of Shaw, Clark, William- 
son and Jeffrey last year. 

Next in the thrill department 
was Steers’ leap. Proving once 
again that he is unequaled in this 
event, Steers made the jump on 
his second try and broke his pre- 
vious high mark of 6 feet, 10% 
inches. He tried to go over at an 
even 7 feet but missed. 

Hard luck hit the invaders in 
their fifth straight loss to the 
Coast team, in at least one event— 
the high hurdles. Everyone, in- 
cluding the favored and pace-set- 
ting Bob Wright of Ohio State, 
fell in the latter stages of the race. 
Chuck Horvath of Ohio State got 
up and managed to finish for third 
place. Art Kacewicz and Don 
Hommel of Southern California 
ran one-two as a result. 

The Coasters won nine first 
places and the mile relay in the 
16-event program and swept the 
high jump. The Big Ten, bolstered 
by a plugging Indiana ‘outfit led 
by Archie Harris and Roy Coch- 
ran, swept one field event—the 
discus. Harris won with a throw 
of 168 feet, 4% inches, below, par 
for the dusky Big Ten champion. 

From here the entire delegation 
heads for Palo Alto, Cal. for the 
national collegiate championships 
Friday and Saturday.

A special committee of Alder- 
men will consider, in the next two | 
weeks, whether adoption of the 
proportional representation sys- 
tem (PR) should be proposed to 
St. Louis voters in the special 
charter election of Sept. 16. July 
15 is the deadline for any change 
in the content or form of the 
special election proposals, which 
now are for election of Aldermen 
by wards and adoption of a merit 
or civil service system for muni- 
cipal employes. 

Mayor William Dee Becker an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon that 
a resolution for appointment of the 
special committee, probably of 
five members, would be introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen Friday. 
He said he and the Republican 
majority Aldermen agreed, at a 
luncheon meeting at Hotel Len- 
nox yesterday, that consideration 
should be given to PR, but that 


he was not committed to the plan, 
nor were the Aldermen. 

The decision was reached “in 
response to a public demand,” he 
said. The St. Louis League of 
Women Voters has indorsed PR, 
and the Governmental Research 
a privately supported 
fact-finding agency, in its bulle- 


way of assuring minority repre- 
argument 
for election of Aldermen by wards 
has been that it would tend to 
provide minority representation. 

The Mayor said it would be nec- 
essary to determine whether the 
PR proposal would conflict with 
the Aldermen-by-wards proposal, 
and whether it would be a substi- 
tude for that plan, or could be 
offered along with it. This will 
be considered by the City Coun- 
selor’s office, the Mayor added. It 
appears that the PR method would 
be much more of a change from the 
present system than the ward elec- 
tion proposal would be, and that it 
would be a substitute, not a com- 
panion measure, for the latter. 

Information li be sought at 
once from N York, ‘Cincinnati 
and other cities which now elect 
their municipal legislators by the 
PR plan. Copies of the ordinances 
establishing PR in those cities will 
be studied by the St. Louis Alder- 
men, who now are elected at large, 
and by the Law Department. 

“Under PR,” the Governmental 
Research Institute stated in its 
recent bulletin, “members of the 
legislative body are elected from 
the city at large, but representa- 
tion is apportioned on the basis of 
voting strength of the various po- 
litical parties. Thus, if there are 
nine Aldermen to be elected, any 
party or group polling approxi- 
mately one-ninth of the votes is en- 
titled to an Alderman.” 

The League of Women Voters, 
in indorsing the plan, held that the 
number of wards should be de- 
creased from the present 28 mem- 
bers and president. 

Charles Hertenstein, chairman 
of the city Efficiency Board, said 
today that he would not make any 
active campaign against adoption 
of the merit system amendment, 
supported by the Becker adminis- 
tration, which is to be on the bal- 
lot in the Sept. 16 election. He 
repeated that he intended to vote 
against the plan, which he has de- 
clared to be “as full of holes as a 
sieve.” It was formulated under

While the newspapers are filled with war 
news and it looks as if the world might go to 
smash, it is well to remember a few fundamen- 
tals: God is still reigning in His heavens; the 
trees are budding as they have every spring, and 
compound interest is going on just the same 
every day, including Sundays and holidays.

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A LEGISLATIVE AID AT STAKE. 

The existence of the Legislative Council in Illinois 
beyond Oct. 1 is dependent upon a bill now before 
the session at Springfield. If it passes, the present 
machinery for assembling data and making reports 
to the Legislature proper will be continued, If the 
bill dies, the Legislative Council will die, 

The Legislative Council is no panacea for legisla- 
tive ills in state government. It does not guarantee 
passage of a worthy measure. It does not in itself 
prevent the passage of a bad bill. But it can be a 
very helpful fact-finding agency in the determina- 
tion of wise public policies. 

Many problems of state government require ex- 
tensive research before they can be adequately 
stated, let alone solved. This is indicated by the 
fact that Illinois legislators have submitted more 
than 100 proposals to their Legislative Council for 
study and compilation of authoritative data. 

Nine states now have Legislative Councils—in 
addition to Illinois, they are Kansas, Nebraska, 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Maryland, 
Rhode Island and Virginia. A tenth is being estab- 
lished in Oklahoma. Illinois would take a backward 
step if it failed to continue an agency which costs 
relatively so little and is capable of doing so much 
to assist informed lawmaking.

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WHY EARLY COAL BUYING IS IMPORTANT. 

Despite the warnings and appeals to buy coal early, 
issued both by local officials and Washington au- 
thorities, the response in St. Louis has been dis- 
appointing, according to Walter B. Muckerman, 
president of the Coal Exchange. : 
» Buying coal in June puts an unwonted strain 
upon the budgets of. many consumers, There are 
matters at stake, however, that should outweigh that 
inconvenience. | ! 

Coal accounts for almost one-third of the nation’s 
railroad traffic. In ordinary years, when the coal- 
buying rush is concentrated in several autumn weeks, 
the railways can handle it without much difficulty. 
But this year, there are the heavy demands of the 
defense industries, both on transportation and on 
coal, to consider. 2 

A rush for coal this autumn will mean rail traffic 
congestion. It may mean an insufficient supply of 
the smokeless fuel which enabled St. Louis last 
winter to rid itself of the long-standing smoke 
menace. It will mean higher prices for late buyers. 

So there are several good reasons for buying coal 
early: thrift, co-operation in the fight on St. Louis 
smoke, ¢o-operation in the national defense effort. 

All three of these points were emphasized in Mayor 
Becker’s radio address yesterday, which is published 
in the Mirror of Public Opinion on this page. His 
words should carry conviction to any citizen who 
may feel disposed to, delay buying his coal. The 
address makes clear the importance to thé individual, 
the community and the country of early purchasing. 
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AN AMERICAN DECISION. 

A decision in the best American tradition was 
handed down yesterday by the Supreme Court of 
Iowa. It reversed a District Court action in sen- 
tencing William Sentner, a St. Louis labor leader, to 
pay a $2500. fine or go to jail for alleged activities 
during the Maytag strike at Newton, Ia., in 1938. 

Sentner was charged with criminal syndicalism, 
but the highest court in Iowa held there was no 
evidence whatever that the defendant ever insti- 
gated members of his union or anyone else to sabo- 
tage the property of the Maytag company, as con- 
templated by the syndicalism laws. As to the further 
charge made at the trial that Sentner was a Com- 
munist, the court held it to be “immaterial, incom- 
petent and irrelevant.” That is, Sentner was not be- 
ing tried for Communism, but for syndicalism, 

Here,we have a judicial decision cutting straight 
to the heart of a case, and a court which refuses 
to be misled or blinded by issues which have nothing 
to do with charges against the defendant. Sentner 
was active during the Maytag strike, but his activi- 
ties were the lawful activities of a labor leader. 

It is difficult at a time like this to follow a trail 
planted, as the case against Sentner: was, with 
odoriferous red herrings, but the Iowa Supreme Court 
has done so in the good old American way of equal 
justice to all. ; 
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ONE CASE BUT TWO TRIALS. 

Two Ozarks school teachers have been jointly in- 
dicted in a flogging case, but they will be tried 
separately. Presumably, the same evidence will be 
offered in each instance, yet there will be two trials, 
with double expense to the taxpayers of Missouri. 
The reason for this is the archaic rule of mandatory 
severance in Missouri’s criminal cases, 

Were this flogging case in Illinois, the Judge would 
have discretion in the matter of separate trials. In 
Illinois and in many other states, the Judge may 
grant separate trials if he thinks severance will 
serve the ends of justice. If he sees no reason for 
severance, he may save the taxpayers the cost of 
duplicating trials. : . 

But not in Missouri. In Missouri, the rule is for 
compounded costs and long delays in the final de- 
termination of cases. When the House Committee 
killed the bar-approved criminal code reform pro- 
gram, it gave this obsolete, unsocial procedure a new 
lease on life for another two years, 
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MISSOURI’S PORTRAIT OF CHAMP CLARK. 

The memory of a celebrated Missourian, of both 
State-wide and national fame, was honored by the 
Legislature yesterday when it met in joint session 
for the unveiling of a portrait of Champ Clark. The 
canvas of the famous Speaker of the House, painted 
by Wallace Bassford of St. Louis, is an addition to 
the Legislature’s gallery of Missourians prominent 
in the World War period. 

It was in this State that Champ Clark began his 
long career of public service, as City Attorney at 
Louisiana and then at Bowling Green. In 1889-91, 
he sat in the Legislature that yesterday paid him 
tribute. Then followed 26 years in Congress, where 
he gave distinguished service, including leadership 
in the fight against the arbitrary rule of: Speaker 
Cannon. For eight years, in an era of crisis and 
transition, he presided over the House. He came 
within a narrow margin of the 1912 Democratic nom- 
ination,,and doubtless of the presidency Ytself. 

The name ef the late Speaker is carried on in 
Congress by his son, Senator Bennett Champ Clark. 
The new portrait in the House lobby testifies to the 
continuing admiration of Missourians for Champ 
Clark two decades after his death.

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| Justice Says This Country’s 


Form of Government Expand- 
ed Despite 4 Conflicts, 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 18 


(AP).—Associate Justice Felix 


Frankfurter of the United States 
Supreme Court held today that it 
is fallacious to believe that “war 
never settles anything.” 

Hitting at “paralyzing evasions of 
thought,” he said in an address 
at Radcliffe College’s fifty-eighth 
commencement: . 

“The Civil War settled slavery. 
This war will settle the quality of 
your lives and your children’s 
lives.” 

“I respect the convictions of a 
conscientious objector to war and 
I believe I understand the philos- 
ophy underlying Gandhi’s non-re- 
sistance,” he continued. “But the 
relentless, choice events may force 
on every individual cannot be met 
by such a fair-sounding pernicious 
abstraction as that ‘war never set- 
les anything.” : 

Justice Frankfurter said “anoth- 
er favorite drug for the mind” is 
the claim that a country at war 
is already under dictatorship. 

“Democracy in this country has 


expanded despite four wars,” he. 


said. 

“And only those unfamiliar with 
what has taken place in Great 
Britain since September, 1939, will 
deny that England is more demo- 
cratic today than she has ever 
been. 

“By that I mean very specifically 
that her present government is 
more responsive to the will of the 
common people, although to be 
sure that will has imposed self- 
restraints not required in times of 
peace, ; : 

“I recommend to any doubter of 
the alertness of British democracy 
a reading of the debates in the 
House of Commons since this war 
began.” 


HALIFAX AND WILLKIE GET 
HONORARY DEGREES AT YALE 


Briton Declares His Nation Can- 
not “Go Down Before So Foul 
a Thing as Naziism.” 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 18 
(AP).—Lord Halifax asserted to- 
day that the British people were 
prepared for any sacrifice and ex- 
pressed conviction that, with 
American aid, it would be impos- 
sible for Britain “to go down be- 
fore so vile and so foul a thing 
as this Naziism has shown itself 

to be.” 

He spoke to Yale alumni follow- 
ing the university’s commence- 
ment at which he and Wendell 
L. Willkie received honorary Doc- 
tor of Laws degrees. 

Willkie told the alumni that 
“bayonets are not the solution of 
the relationship between capital 
and labor.” 

“All liberals should be strug- 
gling to produce aluminum instead 
of talking about each other’s fail- 
ure to do it,” he said.

than I write this, the boat was 
full. I said: to Mr. Ohman, “In a 
minute we will all be out in the 
water.” Mrs. O. said, “Walter, come 
here by me. And with that we 
all tipped into the water. 

I remember going under and of 
catching my breath to not take in 
water. Then my head was out and 
my hand on the edge of the upside- 
down boat. Two sailors were 
astride it and I climbed up with 
them. Others were in the water 
clinging to the rope loops on the 


~gpide of the life boat. . . . Obviously, 


we could not remain long as we 
were. Would the raider do any- 
thing? ‘The sailors were saying, 
“Ya Zamzam, Ya Zamzam,” and 
then as the raider drew near, “Ya 
Captain, Ya Captain,’ though they 
couldn’t be heard. 

Now it appeared that as we 
drifted the raider and our boat 
would collide at the intersection. 
But the raider had power on and 
passed in front of us and we 
drifted right along its hull. In 
the meantime, the raider had put 
out a motor launch, but it went 
immediately to the stragglers in 
the water. As we drifted along- 
side the raider the German sailors 
leaned over the rail and threw a 
rope. One of our sailors caught it 
but instead of using it to stop and 
hold us, he simply climbed up the 
rope and left us to drift. A sec 
ond rope was thrown in the same’ 
way by another sailor. By this 


time we were rapidly approaching 


the stern of the raider where 
the propeller was churning the 
water and the prospect became 
more threatening.

But now a second motor launch 
was lowered and it came to us di- 
rectly. We put women and chil- 
dren aboard first and soon were 
going up the rope ladder to the 
deck of the raider. After one child 
had tried to climb up the German 
sailors told us to hold them for 
baskets. On deck it seemed to me 
impossible to believe that Mrs. D. 
and her six were all together and 
safe ...No sooner were we on 
the deck of the raider than a 
beautiful rainbow streamed across 
the sky.

Our captors looked on passive- 
ly, but not hostilely, as we came 
along the deck of the raider. On 
the aft deck plain benches had 
already been placed and the first 
were already seated.

Soon they said, “women 
this way,” and men hurried to kiss 
their wives fearing separation had 
come. But the guards smiled and 
said, “oh, no,” and nodded encour- 
agingly. 

I. now took stock of my own 
situation. Of course I was soaked, 
but my hat was still on my head. 
I had put on socks and my new 
brown work shoes, my new gray 
trousers over my Pj’s, and thought 
I had put on a shirt, too, but had 
been conscious for some time of 
Pj sleeves.

I put 
on a blanket and slipped off trous- 
ers ,shirt, shoes and socks to dry. 
My right trouser had an “L” tear 
at the knee, and the Pj’s under- 
neath the same, and two skinned 
places on my leg. I had decided 
beforehand to wear my best as I 
might not save anything else. 


Glad to Be Alive. 


Anyway now I stood in the sun 
in my blanket and was glad to be 
alive. - 


Now the passengers and the 
crew began to arrive on deck rap- 
idly. And the officers were re- 
ported to have said something 
about many Americans. Soon our 
deck was full of passengers and 
ZZ officers. Many arrived as 
neatly dressed as for church, But 
more were either wet or were only 
partly clothed, in day clothing. A 
number came on in pj’s or bath- 
robes or in various combinations. 
People said little except to greet 
each other. 

Soon the Germans brought huge 
tea kettles full of hot tea and 
about six mugs for 100 men. We 
took turns drinking and felt bet- 
ter. As soon as all were aboard 
we were lined up and counted and 
announcement was made that all 
had been saved though six were 
wounded, three of them seriously. 
It still sounds impossible to ac- 
cept. The motor launches had been 
putt-putting back and forth, and 
as soon as all were on board they 
returned to the ZZ and soon we 
saw luggage coming on the raid- 
er. German sailors carried it 
along the déck we were on and up 
to the promenade deck above. 
Then we watched and saw launches 
return to the raider where other 
sailors handed down baggage from 
—* side door on our deck amid- 

ip. 

Returning to the raider, the bag- 
gage was pulled up with the winch 
in rope hammocks. At first it 
seemed incredible that in such 
fashion they could or would take 
time to transfer the luggage of 
200 passengers. But as hours wore 
on at this typewriters, grips, 
trunks, playthings, steamer chairs, 
and finally loose clothing tied in 
sheets, blankes and curtains began 
to arrive. People said it was in- 
credible, but it happened. . 

Supplies also were brought over 
in the same way. Cartons of ci- 
garettes by the dozen, fruit and 
provisions from the larder of the 
ZZ. For this transfer the raider

That there were wooden benches 
to sit on and provisions for bunks, 
too. At 10:30 or so they all came 
on deck and some were still wet. 
At 11:30 they went back down for 
lunch and at 12 men went to the 
same room. Now began meals 
with which we were to Become 
well acquainted in the weeks to 
come, They all consisted of three 
parts. A thick soup, brown bread, 
tea. That first soup was well pre- 
pared and tasty. The bread was 
always heavy and usually sour. 
Tea was of medium strength with 
a little served, same to all, 
no choice. Those who didn’t crowd 
in that day found -no dishes or 
cups. Lots of us used unwashed 
dishes and cups. Or we took dirty 
ones and washed them ourselves. 
Sank in Seven Minutes. 

Back on deck after lunch it 
seemed that the transfer from the 
ZZ was about complete. All day 
an officer had stood on the raider 
sending and receiving messages to 
an officer on the ZZ and vice 
versa. No attempt was made to 
touch cargo or baggagein the hold. 
At 2 the raider pulled a little dis- 
ance away. Then the last men of 
the ZZ got into the launch and 
pulled away at right angles for a 
100 yards@or so and then there 
was an explosion. The launch cir- 
cled to the other side and there 
was a similar explosion. The ZZ 
originally had one shell below the 
water line and had taken water 
slowly all forenoon. Now she 
started to sink rapidly and in 
seven minutes went under. At the 
end she listed to port, but her keel 
kept even. In the morning’s shell- 
ing probably 12 to 15 shells were 
fired. 

Immediately after the Zamzam 
sank, the raider’s engines began 
to throb and a lot of vibration was 
set up as the raider began speed- 
ing across the South Atlantic. We 
sat around on deck, on benches 
and life-preservers, utilizing the 
shade of maste and funnels. We 
talked in low tones of our predica- 
ment. We were shocked and 
amazed. We still scarcely believed 
that the shelling had occurred, 
or, having occurred, that we were 
safe and were on the raider itself 
speeding to no one knew where. 
In the aftennoon, Mr. (William H.) 
Edwards came to me and said 
that Mr. (the Rev. W. J.) Guild- 
ing had asked Mr. (Stanley) John- 
son to be our representative (mis- 
sionary) to meet the Captain of 
the raider. 


Committee Formed. 


A committee was made up to 
represent the passengers. A Cath- 
olic father, Mr. (Charles J. V.) 
Murphy, a journalist representing 
“Life” and “Fortune” who had em- 
barked at Pernambuco; Capt. 
WyndenBuck (William A. _Wyn- 
denBruck-Loe) of the Ambulance 
Corps; Mr. Johnson (M.) and Capt. 
Smith, skipper of the Zamzam. No 
meeting was held to elect them; 
they were just quietly asked to 
accept. At 4 o’clock or so, Mr. 
Johnson appeared and motioned 
our group together. He reported as 
follows: They had a nice confer- 
ence, Capt. Roger of the raider 
had been very congenial. We were 
not to be prisoners of war, but 
guests of his on the raider. But 
while we were guests, still this 
was a warship and we would have 
many limitations. We must obey 
rules and co-operate. We would 
be put on another ship, a German 
cargo or supply ship. That trans- 

would be in about one to four 
ays. We would then be taken to 
a German-controlled port in Eu- 
rope. No distinction would be 
made between neutrals and bellig- 
erents among the passengers. Pas- 
sengers’ belongings and baggage 
would be returned after transfer 
to the other ship. That seemed 
hard to those who were barefoot 
and had only pajamas, and prac- 
tically no one had a comb or 
toilet articles. : 

Before lunch an officer had set 
up a small table and had us pass 
before him to turn in passports, 
money, flashlights. As my wallet 
was soaked, I turned in my trav- 
elers’ checks and $29 cash and my 
passport. We were allowed to keep 
our pocket knives. 


Names on Bunks. 


While at lunch a German 
brought a piece of chalk and said 
for each one to write his name on 
a bunk, This big room was really 
a big hold below the water line. 
+» » » It was like a platform, raised 
about one foot. Here the tables 
and benches for 100 were set. On 
both sides were rows of wooden 
bunks, Double-deckers and two 
tight against each other with only 
a 10-inch -board between. Appar- 
ently the bunks accommodated the 
202 passengers and 16 officers. 

‘The women again went down 
early for supper and the men, too, 
went below before dusk. Supper 
again—thick rice soup, brown 
bread and tea. The hold was hot 
and was only bearable on account 
of air pumped in through ventila- 
tors. Again we sat in groups and 
conversed in low tones. About 8 
o'clock someone said, “Why 
shouldn’t we have prayers?” and 
another, “I don’t see why we 
shouldn’t sing, too.” So we gath- 
ered at two tables and started to 
sing. But the non-missionary group 
was obviously annoyed, and I 
heard Mrs. Robert A. Starling, 
whose husband was badly injured, 
saying, “There is a time for every- 
thing.” Then one of the ambu- 
lance boys came and asked us to 
stop singing. So we prayed and 
committed ourselves to God and 
went to bed. In our bunks were 
coarse mattresses and pillows. No 
blankets, no sheets. Someone had 


swiped my pillow, so I put down 
my life-preserver, covered it with

Shortages Delay Industries. 


This man disclosed that while 
gasoline needs are being met by 
synthetic production ‘and enough 
lubricating oil is being gotten in 
by devious means, the British 
blockade is pinching on several 
raw materials without which whole 
industries are held up. The most 
serious of these shortages, curi- 
ously, is rubber. Though excellent 
for tires, buna (the Nazis’ Ersatz 
product) proves useless as a rubber 
substit... for certain purposes. 
Buna cannot be made, moreover, 
without the admixture of one-third 
real rubber. Rubber bands are be- 
ing mailed from many countries 
but this makeshift offers small 
relief. — 

This man frankly fears that oth- 
er difficulties will appear 
each month of continued war and 
that bottlenecks may become 
chronic. He was quoted as hav- 
ing said: 

“There is a serious disequilibrium 
in German economy with danger 
that if it worsens it will shake 
our whole industrial system to 
pieces.” 

Read against Hess’ flight these 
conversations—three of the many 
reaching me—are interesting and 
I believe significant.

How Lease-Lend Bill Passed. 


Certainly the politicians and 
most of these commentators as- 
sured our people that the “lease- 
lend” bill was a measure to avoid 
shooting war. The President him- 
self went far to create that impres- 
sion. Most Americans might cross 
their fingers at the assurances of 
lesser politicos, or even of the 
columnist priesthood, but they 
couldn’t and didn’t believe that the 
President was pitching them a 
curve, In that confidence’ the 
“lease-lend” bill was passed, 

The ink was hardly dry on its 
signature before the warriors were 
crying for an immediate cavalry 
charge in headlong action—wheth- 
er or not the people might, by 
that, be shocked to learn that they 
had been deceived. 

It begins to look as though the 
administration, under heavier re- 
sponsibility, with better informa- 
tion and, perhaps, a better feel of 
public opinion, has a greater re- 
spect, first for its own representa- 
tion and second for the heaviest 
|of all of its responsibilities, the 
ultimate defense of the security 
—— welfare of the American peo- 
ple. 


Danger in Deception. : 

There is an old cynical political 
saying that the people like to be 
deceived. It may be true that they 
admire the work of clever political 
tight-rope walkers and artists of 
the flying trapeze, but nobody likes 
to be lied to and defrauded against 
his own interest by insincere 
promises and assertions. That is 
the real interpretation of the land- 
slide that swept Mr. Roosevelt into 
office in 1932, 

While I have sometimes ‘been 
satisfyingly right in judging that 
elusive thing called public opinion, 
I have also been so superlatively 
wrong that I get more gunshy 
every year. Just the same, after 
this trip, I will hazard a guess 
that there is a widespread and 
growing feeling in this country 
that we have been bamboozled, bal- 
lyhooed and deceived: into an un- 
necessarily dangerous position on 
the one hand, and not sufficiently 
or promptly enough prepared for 
the rea] dangers of our future, and 
deceived about that also. 

If that is so, neither as an edi- 
tor, columnist or politician would 
I like to amswer in a day of pub⸗ 
lic reckoning for that.

ture to suggest, is that he has 
decided that he must try to win 
the war this summer. There are 
many reasons why Hitler must 
look with foreboding upon a con- 
tinuation of the war through an- 
other winter and into the summer 
of 1942. There is the obvious fact 
that before long American -produc- 
tion of planes, ships and weapons 
will become very large, and that 
America’s future capacity to pro- 
duce will have become huge. But 
this is by no means the only rea- 
son why Hitler needs to end the 
war in 1941. He has become re- 
sponsible for feeding: and govern- 
ing the whole continent of Europe, 
and though he can no doubt take 
care of the Germans, the prospect 
of having to govern a starving and 
rebellious continent, especially if 
it continues to pin -its hopes on 


America, is enough to dismay even, 


Hitler. 

But in order to win the war this 
season Hitler needs allies—he 
needs France, Japan and Russia. 
As regards France, it is certain 
that the compelling argument of 
Admiral Darlan is that by joining 
Hitler the war can be ended sooner 
than by continuing to hope for a 
British-American victory, The 
French nation is not Nazi; it is 
war-weary. If the French people 
consent to being pushed into war 
on Hitler’s side, it will not be for 
love of Hitler, or for belief in his 
new order, or for anti-British sen- 
timent, but because they have been 
promised that by helping Hitler 
win they can escape another win- 
ter of war. This, we may be sure, 
is the real basis. of Nazi-French 
“collaboration”—the promise to get 
it all over more quickly, 


* J 

UT this promise is greatly 

weakened by the fact that 
America is arming on a great scale 
and is manifestly intervening in 
the war. The French would rather 
be with their old friends than with 
their conquerors and oppressors. 
If now it appears that France’s 
old friends are going, after all, to 
win the war, the Darlan policy of 
collaboration can never obtain any 
trustworthy consent from _ the 
French people. It is necessary, 
therefore, to prove to*the French 
that Hitler does not fear America 
and that they are overestimating 
the power and the resolution of the 
United States. 

The Darlan policy of collabora- 
tion was announced after the sink- 
ing of the Robin Moor and after 
the Cudahy interview, but before 
the news of the sinking had be- 
come known. In the meantime, 
the Syrian campaign had started— 
a campaign which must cause 
great anguish to most Frenchmen. 
The situation called for a demon- 
stration by Hitler which would 
show to France primarily, but also 
to the rest of the continent, that 
he was prepared to defy the United 
States. If the Americans retreat- 
ed, he had smashed the moral 
force of the United States. If the 
Americans accepted the challenge, 
he would still appear in Europe 
as the invincible and omnipotent 
war lord, and if as a result he 
could get the help of France in 
the Mediterranean and in the At- 
lantic, he would for the immediate 
campaign have gained a large mili- 
tary asset. 

* . * 

UT France is not the only rea- 

son why, presumably, Hitler 
has so suddenly changed his Amer- 
ican policy. Much the same 
psychology situation exists in ev- 
ery other European country—the 
belief in the power of America 
is enormous. It sustains the re- 
sistance everywhere, and even in 
Germany it promotes an under- 
current of defeatism. By challeng- 
ing America openly, Hitler has a 
gambler’s chance of destroying the 
prestige of the United States—if 
we submit, or become invelved in 
a prolonged debate.

They were like the 
character in Moliere who did not 
get any book learning until he was 
an adult and suddenly discovered 
he was speaking prose. His de- 
light in his discovery was rather 
like our delight in finding out 
about vitamins and perhaps we 
have overdone it. Our ancestors 
got their vitamins in their ordi- 


nary diet. So do we, and sq should | 


we. In our day, an average diet is 
much more likely to contain vita- 
mins than in the days of our an- 


cestors because we get more fresh — 


food, especially fruits and vege- 
tables. | 

Let us also emphasize t vita- 
mins are largely contained in 
fresh foods and that vitamin defi- 
ciency comes from the use of pre- 
served foods such as salt meats 
and preserved vegetables and 
fruits and processed foods such 
as refined sugar and flour.

INCIDENTALLY vitamins are 
found in the skins of ordinary ar- 
ticles of diet. The fellow who likes 
to eat the skin of his potato is 
showing good, instinctive nutrition- 
al knowledge. So with the skin of 
apples and pears. and especially 
with the skin of the cereal grains, 
whole wheat, whole rice, etc. 

Now what do these vitamins do? 
Well, physiologists have found 
that while they do not add to the 
energy of foods, they are neces- 
sary for perfect health. Babies 
who do not get Vitamin C will 
begin to have bleeding in the 
gums (infantile scurvy). The baby 
may get enough Vitamin C in 
whole cow’s milk. However, it is 
best to give the baby a little 
orange juice as a supplementary 
feeding in order to increase its 
Vitamin C intake. So with the 
other vitamins which we will re- 
view in detail tomorrow.

SHELBINA, Mo.,’June 17. ° 
HE little man who stood by 
the roadside, with a basket in 
one hand and some library 
books under an arm, thumbing a 
request for a ride, was communi- 
cative after he had been picked 
up. Yes, he lived thereabouts, right 
over there on the hill. Yes, he 
knew Dr. J. D. Smith of Shelbina 
—‘“the grandest man that Shelby 
County ever had.” An old fashioned 
horse-and-buggy country doctor 
was he, who always came when he 
was called, no matter how dark 
the night or how deep the flood. 
He was like a member of the 
family, and never sent a bill. A 
gtand man was Dr. J. D. Smith. 

In town the man with the bas- 
ket and the books pointed the 
way to the doctor’s house, . “Tell 
the doctor,” the man said, “that 
Mr. Pearson sent his regards.” 

Yes, the doctor was at home, 
his daughter said, and called him 
from the back room where he was 
resting. He came forward a lit- 
tle uncertainly,’for his step has 
lost its firmness and his eyes are 
dim. His 92 years have taken their 
toll and left their mark and, 
honest doctor that he is, he owns 
to his infirmity and does not de- 
ceive himself as to how much time 
may yet be his. But he is happy 
in the consciousness of tasks well 
done and rich in the gratitude of 
his neighbors. 

For 66 years, Dr. Smith prac- 
ticed his profession in this coun- 
ty, first for two years at Shelby- 
ville and after that for 64 years 
here at Shelbina, ranging through 
the country wherever sickness 
came or accident befell. Then, when 
he was spent with serving and 
bent under the burden of the 
‘years, he ended his work, not be- 
cause he coveted ease but be- 
cause he could no longer give to 
his patients the skill and care 
that was their due . : 

It was when the calls came in 
the middle of the night and he 
could not answer them or hope to 
be of help if he did answer them, 
that he gave up and yielded to 
younger hands the tasks that, in 
the day of his strength, he had 
buoyantly borne. 

It is twilight where he sits now 
but his memories are bright. He 
chuckles often as he talks — the 
chuckle of a man who has had 
fullness of life and harbors no 
regrets. Not in pride but in hu- 
mility he dwells upon the years of 
his serving. He is glad that he 
can say that never in all the years 
of his practice did he fail to reach 
a patient when he was called.

T aimost failed. He chuckles at 

the recollection of it. It was the 
middle of the night when the call 
came from the country west of 
town. The case wa. critical. It 
was a stormy night. The rain was 
falling in torrents. It was only 
by the lightning’s flashes that the 
driver o- the livery rig could guide 
his horses, for he had brought no 
lantern.

He was always a  horse-and- 
buggy doctor, he says, driving his 
own nag or hiring a livery rig, ex- 
cept that toward the last he some- 
times used a taxi. He never owned 
an automobile. 

With a little touch of pride he 


remarks that nobody ever called 


him “Doc.” He ig glad that no- 
body ever perpetrated that form 
of familiarity hateful to every doc- 
tor who has regard for the dig- 
nity of his profession. 

Ine the earlier years he was 
called Doctor Smith. When, later, 
there was another Dr. Smith in the 
community, it was a bit confusing 
and some, meaning no disrespect, 
called him Old Doctor Smith to 
distinguish him from Young Doc- 
tor Smith. The old doctor didn’t 
mind that but his wife did and she 
put a stop to it. When there was 
a telephone call and the person 
on the other end, to make sure 
that he had the right Smith, in- 
quired if Old Doctor Smith was 


there, Mrs. Smith tartly answered 
that Old. Doctor Smith was not 
there but Doctor J. D. Smith was. 
After that they called him Doctor 
J. D. and that title clung to him 
even after the other Doctor Smith 
went away. 

It is a comfort to the doctor, 
now that he needs care, that his 
wife, aged too but still spry, is 
by his side to guide his uncer- 
tain footsteps and was able the 
other day to bake a cherry pie for 
her ninetieth birthday. They cele- 
brated their sixty-eighth wedding 
anniversary last February.

HERE was a time, long ago, 
T wren Dr. Smith, just beginning 

to practice, came .near chuck- 
ing his profession. Not because of 
the hardships that it entailed but 
because of an experience with a 
suffering child that made a great 
demand upon his sympathy. 

The child, at a farmhouse over 
on Salt Creek, was in the throes 
of membranous croup, which. in 
those days was almost always 
fatal. It was Dr. Philip Dimmitt’s 
case but Dr. Dimmitt was at the 
bedside of another patient who 
was dying.

T stood at many a deathbed and 

given such consolation as he 
could came at last, five years ago, 
f his own.

“Then I knew,” says Dr. Smith, 
“that I had never sympathized 
enough with those who mourned, 
It troubled me. I was never the 
same man after that. It hastened 
my retirement.” 

He is not sure that if he had it 
to do over again he would choose 
to be a doctor. 

“A. doctor’s life is fraught with 
such great responsibilities,” he 
said. “The greatest honor that 
can come to a man is to be called 
to a home where a loved one lies 
sick and to have the life of that 
one placed in your hands, with 
trust in your judgment and efforts. 
If you save a life it is well. If 
you fail— 

“No, I don’t think I would choose 
again to be a doctor unless I felt 
sure that I could do better the 
second time. It’s a hard life and 
the emoluments in themselves are 
not attractive. I always had a 


‘ better practice than I deserved, but 


I never made much money and 
spent what I made. 


“It is not true, as some have ; 


said, that I never sent any bills, 
but I guess I was a little careless 
about it. If a, country doctor gets 
paid in six months or a year he is 
satisfied. My patients have been 
people of character who paid if 
they could. 

“A doctor’s great compensation 
is not in dollars but in the grati- 
tude and goodwill and friendship 
of neighbors who look upon him 
as a member of the family. Of 
such compensation I have had 
more than my share.”

How It Started 
Why Do We Call Our Flag 
“Old Glory?” 


It is to a sailorman, Capt. Wil- 
liam Driver, that we are indebted 
for this stirring appellation, which 
was born out of the depths of an 
abiding and passionate love and 
pride of country. 

The exact birthday of the cog- 
nomen Old Glory has been the sub- 
ject of some difference of opinion, 
one version being that it was on 
March 17, 1824, when. in celebra- 
tion of his becoming 21 (which may 
have coincided with his elevation 
to the rank of Master Mariner), 
Capt. Driver was made a gift b 
his mother and her Salem girl 
friends. of a beautiful American 
flag— their own handiwork — of 
which in response to the words of 
presentation, he said, “I name her 
Old Glory.” 

A likelier date is March 17, 1831; 
Capt. Driver was about to set sail 
from Salem, Mass., on a ’round-the- 
‘world trip, in command of the new 
brig Charles Daggett—a maiden 
voyage which resulted in August

On the realization 
that if declarer had the K-J of dia- 
monds the quen would be worth- 
less, East should have gone up, 
second hand, with the diamond 
queen when the low diamond was 
played from dummy. It was vital 
for East to win the lead and send 
the club queen through declarer 
and it should not have required 
great imagination to. appreciate 
that fact. Defensive tricks in 
trumps or hearts were out of the 
question and surely there was not 
much hope in the diamond depart- 
ment. The dlub suit, then, would 
have to produce several tricks if 
the contract was to be defeated. If 
declarer had the club acd, the de- 
fenders’ case was hopeless, but 
there was an excellent chance that 
he had only the king. Im _ that 
event it was, vital for. East, not 
West, to start leading clubs. 

Obviously, had East played prop- 
erly, declarer would have been 
helpless to avert the loss of three 
club tricks and thus, his contract.
